20.—The heavily 
laden Christmas dinner table is a thing 
of Hie past. 
The high cost of foods 
is playing a part in its disappearance. 
Many , however, choose the more sim­ 
ple meal because, if well planned, it j (,h, lgi - J 
affords more real pleasure 
and 
the LhU>Mnw 
after effects are less disastrous 
For the homemaker who must pre­ 
pare arid serve her 
own 
Christmas 
dinner, as many of us must, it is im­ 
portant that a meal should 
planned 
I which can in large part be prepared 
ahead of time and simply served. 
In 
tills* way, the housekeeper is able to 
enjoy the Christmas morning together 
with the rest of the family and no one 
will be conscious of the fact that th* 
women folks of the family are busy 
preparing one of the annual spreads. 
In some homes the Christmas dinner 
has become such a burden that the 
family decided to move it on to a n ­ 
other 
day, 
planning a more simple 
meal lor the holiday, which will leave 
time for the members of the family to 
be together. 
In other families, this 
family holiday is celebrated by dinnei 
at the local hotel. 
Can we not pre 
serve the home dignity of this holiday 
and plan a meal which will fittingly 
celebrate the holiday 
of 
“peace 
or 
j earth, good will to all” in the confines 
I of the home, where Christmas belongs, 
and at the same time not have the 
I mother fagged out and overworked? 
Many Christmas menus com ain toe 
much served in too 
many 
courses. 
Greater enjoyment of food comes from 
a few dishes well prepared than from 
a great outlay of courses. 
The family 
home dinner should rarely exceed five 
courses, 
It can easily be served in 
less. 
Some of us fail to stimulate oui 
appetites properly, or else we pre eat­ 
ing too much. 
We come 
to 
dinner 
without appetites and the first coms* 
must have an artificial stimulant to I 
the appetite—an appetizer. 
This may t 
be a clear soup, a fruit cocktail, or an j f(,t 
oyster cocktail. 
If a soup, it should J ,jl(, jjest 
it wilt satisfy j m eaj 
Th** dishes can be neatly 
I and left to th* next da y. 
Never serve a soup 
with 
whipped J 
Vuu we not all join In on the simpl* 
(team beloie a heavy meal. 
Ihe trim I service of a simple Christmas dinner 
cocktail should not be too sweet I o r | b ‘»ing healthier and happier as th* 
tile same reason. 
j Estill 
The second course 
is 
the 
meat 
course. 
For the Christmas dinner cus j 
tom gives us turkey; goose 
is 
also 
customary 
in 
some communities—a 
nice fat hen Is a good substitute. Two 
vegetables, one. of which should b* 
either sweet or Irish potatoes, accom­ 
pany 
the 
meat as do the relishes 
pickles or olives, jelly or cranberry 
sauce, and bread and butter. The salad 
may be served with this course or ii 
may make a separate course. 
Cilice the salad course is a supple 
mentary course, it must fill in the 
< lunks of the main course. 
It should 
always be fresh and crisp. 
A meal 
I salad such as salmon or chicken has 
J no place in such a meal; a simple fruit 
salad as apple or grape fruit is better. 
The fourth or dessert course tops it 
all, and if the topping is too heavy, 
trouble may result. Mince pie or plum 
pudding are usually demanded for this 
feast. 
Do not serve the portions too 
large . Served a la mode they have a 
more festive appearance. 
The last course is an important part 
of the Christmas dinner, for with ii 
comes the lingering about the tabl* 
and pleasant conversation. 
The odor 
of coffee (for the grown-ups only) per­ 
meates the air and stimulates the wits. 
Many jokes and a few nuts are cracked 
and passed to all. 
Of candy there is 
an abundance, for the last course is 
the proper place for the sweets of tbe­ 
meal. 
Falling in with this scheme is easy, 
but w here one pair of hands must do 
most of the work, let’s plan so much 
of it as may be done before the last 
moment. 
The first course you may omit if the 
members of your family have live and 
healthy appetites. 
Instead, send the 
family off on a hike while the last bit 
of dinner is being prepared—that will 
be a good appetizer for them. 
If a 
cocktail is desired, make it simply a 
grape fruit or 
an 
oyster 
cocktail. 
Kit her may be prepared the day be­ 
fore. 
In this year 1916 let’s join the 
turkey boycott and use a fowl. 
Heat 
it up well and put it wTith a little water 
in the fireless cooker the night before. 
Have 
at 
one 
hand some crumbled 
bread mixed with seasonings (onions 
and sage) ready to be made into dress­ 
ing the next morning. Boil some sweet 
potatoes, peel and 
slice 
lengthwise, 
putting them in a baking pan the after­ 
noon before. 
Select a fresh vegetable I 
for the second 
one—cauliflower 
or 
turnips. 
They may be prepared and 
put aside ready to be cooked, or it 
you have a favorite canned vegetable 
have it handy. 
Look up your pickle 
and put at hand the ones you w ish lo 
use. The week before you have made 
up a lot of cranberry sauce or jelly' 
and put enough away in moulds tor the 
whole of Christmas time. 
Put aside a 
special loaf of bread; or it the family 
is partial to corn bread, 
it 
can 
be 
mixed at the last moment, 
or 
tolls 
might be ready to be heated up. 
Then comes the salad. 
The wise 
housekeeper will have a large amount 
of salad dressing made up on hand tor 
the Christmas season. 
Suppose it is 
to be an apple salad. 
The lettuce is 
washed and put away’ in a paper bag. 
A few nuts should be on hand, picked 
out. 
The mixing must come at the 
last moment. 
The mince pies are made and put 
s a f e l y away. They will be served with 
mousse . Candy*, nuts, raisins and coi­ 
ffe are at hand. 
Now the housekeeper can plan to 
spend her Christmas morning in any 
way she may choose, secure in the 
thought that one hour is all that she 
will need to put her meal upon the 
table, and a satisfying meal it will b* 
too. 
The menu tor this Christmas, 19IG. 
in the year of high prices, can be kept 
well within reach of us all if it is 
planned with that in view. 
Note the 
following suggestions: 
Three dollars and a half will pro­ 
vide the above menu in ample amount 
for six people.

The trend of official A m erican sen­ 
tim ent seem s to be tow ard universal 
m ilitary service for all citizens as a 
m eans of building 
up 
an 
adequate 
arm y for the defense of the country. 
It is recognized that we are fact* to 
face w ith conditions that have never 
before existed since the republic was 
born, and that these conditions will 
become more serious 
and 
m ore ac- 
tion-cotnpelling as soon as the E uro ­ 
pean quarrel is settled. Preparedness 
is in fact a duty now 
and 
will be 
eveiy m ore a duty when the probh ms 
of th e future are to be solved. 
"Realizing these facts, men of broad 
vision have urged th at 
some 
action 
be taken now so that w hatever may 
occur this government will be ready 
to meet the emergency. Statesm en of 
all shades of political belief have in­ 
dorsed the movement, and for months 
th e adm inistration has 
been striving 
to find the best way to build up a 
powerful 
m ilitary 
Establishment. 
Many suggestions 
have 
been 
m ade 
and m anv plans advocated, but ii]) to 
the present t he basis of every plan 
bas been the 
volunteer. 
This 
has 
been tried out very thoroughly, espec­ 
ially since it 
became 
necessary to 
guard the Mexican border, and it has 
been tile belief of many that the sys­ 
tem of m ustering the militia of the 
various states into the federal service 
fully m eets the exigencies not only of 
th e present, but of any situation that 
m ay arise. 
But during the past few days offi­ 
cers of the regular arm y of high rank 
have, in testim ony given before con­ 
gressional 
committees, em phatically 
declared that this method has proven 
a failure and that there can be no 
hope of ever creating an arm y equal 
to the task 
demanded, 
unless every 
citizen is compelled to do his part at 
the proper age, take his place iii the 
ranks of the arm y for two 
or 
three 
years, and after the legal period of 
active service, become a 
m em ber of 
the reserves, subject to call whenever 
th e public safety demands. T he pro­ 
position is a rath er radical one 
for 
this country, inasm uch as sentim ent 
in the past has been very strongly 
against conscription iii any form. 
During the Civil 
w ar 
when 
the 
federal governm ent was finally com­ 
pelled to resort to this method of in­ 
creasing the fighting strength of the 
northern arm y there was trem endous 
opposition even from men who were 
fully in sym pathy with the cause. In 


Ne w York there was a bloody riot, in 
which lives w ere sacrificed and much 
property destroyed. The draft, as it 
was called, was the most unpopular 
m easure taken by the Lincoln adm in­ 
istration and was one of the chief a r­ 
gum ents used by 
opponents against 
his re-election. 
Even 
in the south 
there 
was 
bitterness 
against 
the 
Confederate 
governm ent 
when 
it 
found itself compelled to fill its de­ 
pleted 
ranks 
by 
like 
process 
ami 
there w ere many southern m en who 
never forgave 
President 
Davis 
for 
the action. 
So it has been all during our his­ 
tory—there has been 
and 
is still a 
belief th at enforced 
m ilitary service 
is un-American and should have no 
p art in a 
free 
governm ent. 
T h ai 
these ideas are erroeous is contended 
by the officers of the regular army, 
and they advance as an argum ent to 
sustain that 
contention 
that ev ery 
citizen, no m a tte r what his positioxi 
in life, owes a duty to his country.. 
and that part of that duty is to de­ 
fend it when occasion requires. That 
if every m ale citizen upon reaching 
m ilitary age is m ade to do his part in 
the national defense, the burden will 
fall upon all alike and all will have 
done no m ore than is right and just 
as part of tile obligations of his m an 
hood and citizenship. 
And for th e 
sam e reason none can escape doing 
his part 
T h a t’s the proposition as it stands 
today, and I

clerks could work but seven hours. It 
is shorter than tile usual schedule in 
private business. To hear W ashington 
people talk, 
one 
would 
think the 
clerks a 
m isunderstood 
and abused 
class of people. They are rep resen t­ 
ed as grubbing out their lives in a r­ 
duous service that is not appreciated 
and is poorly paid. 
The governm ent service has never 
attracted a brilliant class of men. J 
is an honorable 
career 
and condi 
tions should be such that an active 
man could 
get 
deserved promotion. 
But chances for advancem ent 
have 
always been uncertain, dependent on 
many conditions 
other 
than 
mer!*. 
The regular grind of the work 
wit a 
short hours appeals 
to 
m any 
who 
have not succeeded very well in oth­ 
er lines, or who have 
few' 
gjfts for 
originating their own ideas. Tmcy fob 
low beaten tracks, w hich filially be­ 
come set in a vast labyrinth of red 
tape, destructive of prom pt efficiency. 
The enlargem ent of tile governm ent's 
scientific w ork 
and 
the 
protection 
given tenure of office by civil service 
rules has no doubt of late attracted 
a somewhat b etter class of men. 
Tile clerks 
have 
usually opposed 
proposals to increase 
their working 
day.

He got him out of the 
workhouse and had taken him to his 
home and given him food and lodging 
when he was in need and had obtain­ 
ed employment for him. 
Part of His Record. 
Before Barrington went to trial at 
Clayton his criminal record began to 
unfold. 
Here are some parts of it: 
“When a private in the British army 
under his real name, George Barton 
he was suspected of murdering Lieut-

had been serving as valet.

murder a large allowance which Lieut 
Robv had received from home was 
missing.

stealing $30,000 from her. 
“He married Mrs. 
Alicia 
Stark- 
horne, widow of an army officer, and 
disappeared with $12,500 of her money. 
“Under the name John Baring he 
married a Miss Tewksbury, of Mad­ 
ras and disappeared with her jewelry 
and $8,000 in money. 
“In Calcutta he passed many worth­ 
less checks, some for large amounts. 
“He was convicted and sentenced 
to serve five years for forgery and 
swindling in England. 
Banished From India. 
“He served a prison term in Cawn- 
pore, India, and at the expiration of • 
this term he was considered so un- j 
desirable and so hardened and per-1 
sistent a crook that Sir James Win-1 
ton, director of the secret service in | 
India, banished him from the empire. 
“He went to China and then came 
to the United States, where he swin­ 
dled many women, using the name of 
Barrington and Burgoyne and repre­ 
senting himself to be a nobleman.” 
Barrington’s guilt of the murder of 
.Tames P. McCann was established be­ 
yond legal doubt. He exhausted every 
resource to escape the consequences 
of his crime and his sentence to death 
was approved by the United States su­ 
preme court. 
The sentence was com­ 
muted to life imprisonment bv Gov. 
Folk. 
Dardon Board’s Attitude. 
Chairman Noel, of the state board 
of pardons and paroles at Jefferson 
City, said the board had definitely re­ 
jected Barrington’s application for a 
parole, and that the board would nev­ 
er make a recommendation for clem­ 
ency. 
Noel said it was within the 
governor’s right to grant a parole, but 
that the boat'd, after an exhaustive 
hearing in 1913, had decided that the 
ends of justice would best be served 
by permitting Barrington to remain 
in lhe penitentiary, and 
since 
then 
nothing had occurred 
to 
cause 
a 
change in that view. 
The only new' feature of the present 
application is that Judges Graves and 
Revelle, of 
the 
Missouri 
supreme 
court, favor clemency, on the techni­ 
cal ground that 
Barrington 
should 
have had a change of venue from St. 
Louis county, and that the prosecution 
used unusual methods lo convict him 
Attorfiey-General Barker also has 
joined in the petition, rn the same 
technical grounds. The United States 
supreme court ruled that Barrington 
had a fair trial.
